The Phils were late rounding into shape last 
year because of the poor weather conditions here 
and the same thing is happening again. 


There isn’t a pitcher on the varsity ready to 
go. The batting practice chores, for the most part, 
are being handled by five hard throwing young­ 
sters held over from* the rookie school. 


Manager Mayo Smith admitted that first base 
appears to be the big problem right now. The 
skipper wouldn't mention Ed Bouchee’s name at 
the Philadelphia Sports Writers Banquet, but 
now confesses much of the team’s chance depends 
on how the first base situation is resolved. 


Outfielder Harry Anderson will get a trial 
at first base. This was expected before the camp 
opened. However, two other gloves are in the 
ring. Dave Philley, finally playing for the Phil­ 


lies, a switch hitting veteran acquired over the 
winter from Detroit, and Frank Herrera, who hit 
.306 for Miami last year, are after the job. 
Philley played in 95 games for the Tigers in 
1957 batting .29*5. He’s 37 years old and it’s a ques­ 
tion whether he can play a full season. Herrera 
isn’t on the Phillies’ official roster but there are 
quite a few people down here who think h e ’s got 
a “better than average” chance of being promoted 
to the varsity.

now, before the 1958 polio season 
starts.” 


Dr. Davis said only 40 per cent 
of children under 5 in the county 
are reported to have 
even 
one 
polio shot. 


“The odds are now two to one 
for paralysis,” he said, “if your 
child under five gets polio, 
be­ 
cause you would not let him be 
vaccinated with 
safe, 
effective, 
potent Salk vaccine.

He pointed out that in 1957 the 
county had no confirmed cases of 
polio.
